Action of the departm ent is consider 
ed in the nature of a “showdown,” in 
asmuch as it was stated that the b ids 
will b e rejected unless they are ‘•reason­ 
ab le.” 
They will b e opened here April 
24th, 
W ork contemplated and the approxi 
m ate extent is as follows: 
Lincoln 
Highway—Dupage 
county, 
ten miles; Kane 18 miles; DeKalb 15; 
Ogle 3; Lee 19; Whiteside 6. 
'Dixie Highway—Iroquois County 19 
miles; K ankakee 25 miles. 
The road are to b e constructed of ce 
mcnt, b rick or b ituminous concrete and 
alternativ e b ids are asked an each of 
these materials. 
The width will av er 
age b etween 16 and 18 feet. 
Cement Goes Down. 
Simultaneously with the sending out 
of the call for b ids came adv ices to lo 
cal dealers that a reduction of six cents 
on the b arrel had b een agreed on b e 
tween m anufacturers of cement and the 
w ar industries b oard. 
The b est quota 
tion the state has b een ab le to get on 
cement heretofore, it was said, is $1.80 a 
b arrel, whereas Gov ernor Lowden has 
expressed the b elief that the state could 
m anufacture the product at one dollar a 
b arrel. 
The program of federal aid road con 
struetlon contemplates b uilding ab out 
700 miles of highways. 
This is in addi 
tion to the $60,000,000 b ond project and 
b uilding b y counties with state aid un 
der the prov isions of the Tice aec. 
It is expected that b ids will b e asked 
next week on conside rab le stretches of 
county and state aid highways.

He told of the prevalent*** of tuber 
t ulosis in herds throughout the couti 
try and ranked Illinois as first in the 
liv estock industry of the c ountr y and 
second in pure bred cattle.

worth of cattle are lost annually in the 
United States due to tuberculosis and 
that fifteen i*» r cent of tin* pure bred 
ber<ls in the United States are infected. 
He related the activities of the Bureau

to 
the imjKirtutlon 
of stock 
from foreign countries us**d to improve 
American herds. 
II** explained that the 
department is anx ious to clean up pure 
bred herds and to provide an accredit 
ed sy « u*-m for handling of the work.

He said that 44 states are now carry 
ing on work along this line and that the 
disease could Ik* eradicated am ong cat 
tie of the breeders would render theii 
support.
